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INVESTIGATOR OBSERVATIONS: 


Deputies Perez and uniforms were covered with mud. Deputy BE 


holster strap screw was pulled from the holster and his badge was hanging from his shirt. 
WEAPONS USED BY DEPUTY PERSONNEL: 


Deputy Perez punched Suspect Haswell Jr. with his fist, sprayed him with O.C. and 
struck him with a flashlight. He sprayed Suspect Haswell Sr. with O.C. spray. 


Deputy BB sprayed Suspect Haswell Jr. with O.C. spray. 
Deputy [struck Suspect Haswell Jr. with a baton. 
WEAPONS USED BY SUSPECTS 


Suspect Haswell Jr. was resistive, punched the deputies and attempted to take deputies 
weapons.

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LIGHTING OR WEATHER CONDITIONS: 


The location was without street lights or other ambient lighting. While the weather was 
clear at the time of the incident, a rain had fallen previously and the ground was muddy. 


INVOLVED EMPLOYEES STATEMENTS: 


Deputy as 


Deputy {J was working Unit 213D, a two man unit, with his partner Deputy John Perez. 
Deputy {EJ was the bookman and Deputy Perez was the driver. Deputy [was 
wearing a Sheriff's Department Class A uniform with long sleeve shirt and Sam Brown gun belt. 


Deputy said that they were driving southbound on San Pedro Ave. approaching 126" St. 
when he saw a lime green Chevrolet (Suspect Haswell Jr.’s vehicle) traveling northbound on San 
Pedro Ave. approaching 126" St. As they entered the intersection Suspect Haswell Jr. sped up 
and turned left to westbound 126" St. directly in front of them, causing Deputy Perez to brake 
hard to avoid crashing into Suspect Haswell Jr. They immediately followed Suspect Haswell Jr. 
westbound on 126thSt., but prior to initiating a traffic stop, Suspect Haswell Jr. pulled into the 
driveway at 126" St. 


Deputy E: that they stopped on the street in front of the location and approached 
Suspect Haswell Jr.’s vehicle, Deputy Perez on the driver’s side and he was on the passenger’s 
side. Both deputies ordered Suspect Haswell Jr. to show his hands and he complied. Suspect 
Haswell Jr. then began sliding across the front seat toward the passenger door. Deputy 
ordered Suspect Haswell Jr. to stop moving and wait for him to instruct him what to do. Suspect 
Haswell Jr. told him that the driver’s door did not open and he would have to get out through the 
passenger door. Deputy told Suspect Haswell Jr. to continue to exit the vehicle via the 
passenger door. 


Deputy M: 2id that as Suspect Haswell Jr. exited the vehicle he attempted to grab Suspect 
Haswell Jr. in order to control him until he was searched for weapons. When Suspect Haswell 
Jr. cleared the passenger door, he immediately attempted to run southbound down the driveway, 
away from Deputy S] At this point Suspect Haswell Jr. and Deputy [IE were between 
the vehicle and a house, a space of approximately three feet. Deputy J said that he 
grabbed Suspect Haswell Jr. and took him to the ground, staying on top of Suspect Haswell Jr., 
trying to control him with body weight, as he did so. Suspect Haswell Jr. tried to free himself by 
twisting and kicking. He heard Deputy Perez requesting assistance; Perez then joined by him by 
getting on top of Suspect Haswell Jr., trying to control him with body weight. Both he and 
Deputy Perez gave Suspect Haswell Jr. orders to stop fighting, but Suspect Haswwell Jr. refused 
to comply. In order to gain compliance Deputy Perez sprayed Suspect Haswell Jr. with O.C. 
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spray; however, the spray had no effect. 


Deputy sai that as he was trying to control Suspect Haswell Jr.’s left arm and Deputy 
Perez was trying to control Suspect Haswell Jr.’s right arm, he saw Deputy Perez draw his gun 
and heard Deputy Perez tell Suspect Haswell Jr. to stop fighting or he would be forced to shoot 
him. At this point Deputy [baw two female blacks appear in the doorway of a house to 
the east of the location. The females began yelling at them to leave Suspect Haswell Jr. alone. 
He heard Deputy Perez order the females to stay away, which apparently distracted Deputy Perez. 
He then saw Suspect Haswell Jr. grab Deputy Perez’ gun and heard Deputy Perez say, “He’s 
grabbing my gun.” In order to allow Deputy Perez to focus his attention on retaining his weapon, 
Deputy said he turned his attention to the females, at which time he saw a male black 
(Suspect Haswell Sr.) standing in the driveway. 


Deputy I said that Suspect Haswell Sr. was yelling at them to get off his iiias he 
advanced toward and retreated from the location of the fight. He said that at this point he was 
tiring and it appeared Deputy Perez was also becoming fatigued; however, Suspect Haswell Jr. 
seemed to be maintaining his strength. Based on their waning strength, Suspect Haswell Jr. 
being covered in mud, making him too slippery to hold and the uncertainty of Suspect Haswell 
Jr. being armed, Deputy} attempted to get a handcuff on Suspect Haswell Jr.’s left wrist. 
As he was attempting to handcuff Suspect Haswell Jr., he saw Deputy Perez strike Suspect 
Haswell Jr. in the face numerous times with his fist and elbow. He was able to place a handcuff 
on Suspect Haswell Jr.’s left wrist and attached the other handcuff to a gas meter next to the area 
the fight was occurring. 


Deputy (said that he stayed on top of Suspect Haswell Jr. as he continued to request 
assistance. As he was requesting assistance, he felt someone tugging on the right side of his 
gunbelt. He looked down and saw Suspect Haswell Jr. grabbing his gun. He twisted away from 
Suspect Haswell Jr.’s grasp and sprayed him with O.C. spray. This did not appear to have any 
effect on Suspect Haswell Jr. as he continued to struggle. As this was occurring, Deputy Perez 
was trying to control a group of people who were standing approximately two to three feet from 
them, yelling profanities. He saw Suspect Haswell Sr. step toward Deputy Perez, who sprayed 
Suspect Haswell Sr. with O.C. spray, causing Suspect Haswell Sr. to retreat back into the house. 
Deputy Perez began trying to control Suspect Haswell Jr.’s right hand, at which time Deputy 

[saw Suspect Haswell Sr. exit the house. Fearing that Suspect Haswell Sr. may have 
armed himself or was about to try to free Suspect Haswell Jr., he sprayed Suspect Haswell Sr. 
with O.C. spray to keep him away from the altercation. He said he repeated this action three 
times. He and Deputy Perez stayed on top of Suspect Haswell Jr. and continued to order him to 
stop fighting. As assisting units arrived he directed them into the house to gain control of 
Suspect Haswell Sr. and the other occupants of the house. With assistance at the location, he 
removed the handcuff from the gas meter in order to complete the handcuffing process. Suspect 
Haswell Jr. continued to struggle, swinging his arms and kicking his feet. Suspect Haswell Jr. 
was turned onto his stomach in order to handcuff him, at which time it was determined that 
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Suspect Haswell Jr. was too large for one set of handcuffs. As this was occurring he saw Deputy 
Pe to control Suspect Haswell Jr.’s legs. He then saw Deputy, strike 
Suspect Haswell Jr. in the legs. A second set of handcuffs was provided and Suspect Haswell Jr. 
was handcuffed with the assistance of Deputy Jurado. He said that he was not armed with a 
taser and he did not see or hear a taser utilized during the incident.

Deputy Perez said that as he approached Suspect Haswell Jr.’s vehicle, he heard Suspect Haswell 
Jr. say that he could not exit the driver’s door of the vehicle. At the same time a female black in 
the doorway of the residence at [JE 126" St., who identified herself as Suspect Haswell Jr.’s 
sister, told him that the driver’s door did not open. He turned his attention back to Suspect 
Haswell Jr. and saw him sliding across the seat of the vehicle toward the passenger side door. He 
heard Deputy telling Suspect Haswell Jr. to calm down and wait for him to give him 
direction to exit the vehicle. Suspect Haswell Jr. exited the vehicle and immediately attempted to 
run past Deputy A He saw Deputy B: 20 Suspect Hasell Jr. and they both fell to 
the ground between the vehicle and the house to the west, an area approximately three feet wide. 
He saw Deputy ec Suspect Haswell Jr. begin to struggle, he immediately broadcast a 
request for assistance regrading deputies involved in a fight, and joined the altercation. He 
grabbed Suspect Haswell Jr.’s right arm to handcuff him, but Suspect Haswell Jr. pulled away 
from his grasp and reached for his waist band. He believed Suspect Haswel was attempting to 
arm himself with a concealed gun and grabbed Suspect Haswell Jr.’s right arm in order to control 
and handcuff Suspect Haswell Jr. 


Deputy Perez said that at this point he realized that he had not heard any radio traffic on his 
portable radio nor did he receive an acknowledgment from SCC regarding his request for 
assistance. He again requested assistance on his portable radio and again received no 
acknowledgment from SCC. He now realized that he was on a tactical channel, advised Deputy 
HER that he was on the wrong channel and told him to request assistance. He heard Deputy 
HER «quest assistance and at the same time felt Suspect Haswell Jr. grabbing his (Perez) 
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gun, which was holstered. He advised Deputy of Suspect Haswell Jr.’s actions at which 
time Deputy toi him that Suspect Haswell Jr. was grabbing his weapon also. 


Deputy Perez said that as this was occurring, a male black, (Suspect Haswell Sr.) came up the 
driveway yelling at him to stay away from his J which diverted his attention from Suspect 
Haswell Jr. As this occurred, Suspect Haswell Jr. grabbed his (Perez) gun, which he had 
previously drawn as he feared for his and Deputy safety. He pulled his weapon from 
Suspect Haswell Jr.’s grasp and yelled at him to stop grabbing his gun or he would shoot him. 
Suspect Haswell Jr. again grabbed his weapon at which time, with his left hand, he O.C. sprayed 
Suspect Haswell Jr. This had no effect and Suspect Haswell Jr. continued to grab for his gun. 
He heard Suspect Haswell Sr. yell at him to leave Suspect Haswell Jr. alone. He warned Suspect 
Haswell Sr. to get back or be arrested. Suspect Haswell Sr. approached him as if he was going to 
assist Suspect Haswell Jr., at which time he pointed his gun at Suspect Haswell Sr. and told to 
get back. Suspect Haswell Sr. refused to comply causing Deputy Perez to O.C. spray him in the 
face. Suspect Haswell Sr. then ran into the residence. 


Deputy Perez said that when Suspect Haswell Sr. ran into the house, he turned his attention back 
to Suspect Haswell Jr., who was still struggling with Deputy [EE He grabbed Suspect 
Haswell Jr.’s right arm at which time Suspect Haswell Jr. tried to reach his gun which he had 
previously holstered. He said he was getting tired and due to Suspect Haswell Jr.’s repeated 
attempts to grab his weapon, he feared for his safety and the safety of Deputy M He then 
punched Suspect Haswell Jr. in the face approximately six times as Suspect Haswell Jr. punched 
him the upper body with his fist. He then struck Suspect Haswell Jr. in the face two times with 
his elbow. Suspect Haswell Jr. reached for his waistband and, believing he was attempting to 
arm himself, Deputy Perez struck Suspect Haswell Jr. in the right arm with his flashlight. 
Suspect Haswell Jr. then kicked at him and he struck Suspect Haswell Jr. two times in the leg 
with his flashlight. 


Deputy Perez said that due to an earlier rain the area was covered in mud as were Suspect 
Haswell Jr., Deputy [and himself. This made it very difficult to gain a foothold or hold 
onto Suspect Haswell Jr. He saw Deputy I bandcuff Suspect Haswell Jr. to a gas meter 
and was able to get another handcuff onto Suspect Haswell Jr.’s right wrist while he held onto 
the other end. Suspect Haswell Jr. continued to struggle as assisting personnel arrived. He 
instructed Deputy Arrieta to go into the house and detain Suspect Haswell Sr. When Deputy 

rived, Deputy ca him to step aside and he would continue the struggle. He 
saw Suspect Haswell Jr. kick Deputy in the leg and Deputy EEE strike Suspect 
Haswell Jr. two times in the right leg with his baton. Suspect Haswell Jr. was handcuffed with 
assistance from additional unknown personnel. He said that he was not armed with a taser and 
he did not see or hear a taser being utilized during the incident. 
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> (ya 


Deputy HB s2ia that he was working Unit B- two man unit, with his partner Deputy 
Michael Yocum. He was wearing a Sheriff's Department Class A uniform with Sam Brown gun 
belt. 


Deputy {said that he and Deputy Yocum responded to the location regarding a request for 


assistance, deputies involved in a fight, by Unit [Deputies Perez ae The initial 


location was given as the 400 block of 126" St., and was later updated to 126" St. When 
they arrived he saw several radio cars from different police agencies parked on the street in front 
of the location. As he exited his radio car he heard people screaming and deputies ordering 
someone to stop fighting. 


Deputy Eran down the poorly lit driveway looking for the source of the deputies’ orders. 
As he reached the front of a vehicle parked in the driveway, he saw Suspect Haswell Jr. on the 
ground with two deputies (Perez and SS lying on top of him. Everyone involved on the 
ground was covered with mud and the deputies appeared fatigued. As he prepared to assist 
Deputies Perez and| he was “startled” by an unknown female standing in the doorway of 
the house at M26" St., yelling obscenities at the deputies. At this time an older female joined 
the first female, also yelling at the deputies and advancing on him. He believed they had been or 
wanted to become involved in the fight. He closed the door, ordered the females to remain in the 
house and leaned against the door to prevent them from exiting. A short time later he saw 
Deputy Jurado emerge from the rear area of the house and realized another deputy was inside the 
house who could control the females. 


Deputy HB ic that he turned his attention to the fight and saw that the fight was now 
taking place in front of the vehicle. He saw Deputy lying on Suspect Haswell Jr.’s 
upper back and unknown peace officer was attempting to control Suspect Haswell Jr.’s right 
hand which had a handcuff attached. He saw that Suspect Haswell Jr. was swinging the handcuff 
violently as Deputy Perez stood near Supect Haswell Jr.’s legs. Deputy Perez looked fatigued 
and dirty and it was apparent that he had been engaged in a “tremendous fight.” As he looked at 
Suspect Haswell Jr., he saw him kicking at Deputy Perez’ legs as Deputy Perez appeared as if he 
was going to try to control them. He told Deputy Perez to stand back and he attempted to grab 
Suspect Haswell Jr.’s legs. 


Deputy [EME said that as soon as he placed his hands on Suspect Haswell Jr.’s legs, Suspect 
Haswell Jr. kicked at his legs which he avoided. On his second attempt, Suspect Haswell Jr. 
successfully kicked him on his right leg, dragging the foot down his right shin. Fearing that he 
would be kicked again if he attempted to grab Suspect Haswell Jr.’s legs, he struck Suspect 
Haswell Jr. two times on his left calf with his baton. Suspect Haswell Jr. stopped kicking and he 
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was able to gain control of the legs. Suspect Haswell Jr. was then handcuffed without further 
incident by Deputy and the unknown peace officer. He was detailed to accompany 
Suspect Haswell Jr., in the ambulance, to the hospital. During the ride, Suspect Haswell 
remained “belligerent” toward the attendants, spitting and demanding water. He attempted to 
calm Suspect Haswell Jr. by asking him where he hurt. After Suspect Haswell Jr. told him where 
he hurt, Suspect Haswell Jr. told him that he had to resist because he could not breathe. 


Deputy said that he Oo ë was unable to identify the unknown peace officer due to 
him squatting down and being covered in mud, describing him only as wearing a tan shirt. He 
said that he did not see anyone punch, kick or strike Suspect Haswell Jr. with an impact weapon 
at any time during the incident. He did not see or hear a taser utilized during the incident. 


WITNESSES STATEMENTS: 


Deputy Michael Yocum, EO o | 


Deputy Yocum said that he responded to the location with his partner Deputy M 

regarding a request for assistance, deputies involved in a fight. When he arrived he 
proceeded south on the driveway at which time he saw Deputies Perez and Mon the 
ground, in front of a vehicle, struggling with a male black. He also saw a male black, 40's, inside 
the residence to the east, through a window. The male inside the residence was holding a young 
female and an older female black was also with him. The older female was yelling that her [i 
was on the ground and the deputies should leave him alone. Shortly after he arrived he saw 
deputies handcuffing Suspect Haswell Jr. At no time did he see anyone strike Suspect Haswell 
Jr. with an impact weapon, punch him or kick him. He did not see or hear a taser being used. 


Deputy Gilbert Jurado, | 


Deputy Jurado said that he and his partner, Ruben Arrieta, responded to the location regarding a 
request for assistance, deputies involved in a fight. Upon his arrival he saw Deputeis Perez and 
HE on the ground in front of a vehicle parked in the driveway at the location. Both deputies 
were struggling with Suspect Haswell Jr. and attempting to handcuff him. Deputies Perez and 

told him and Deputy Arrieta to locate and detain a suspect (Suspect Haswell Sr.) who 
was inside the residence. They entered the residence and located Suspect Haswell Sr. in the 
kitchen. Suspect Haswell Sr. was arrested and handcuffed without incident. When he exited the 
residence he saw Deputy {till on the ground attempting to handcuff Suspect Haswell Jr. 
He saw that each of Suspect Haswell Jr.’s wrist had a handcuff attached with the corresponding 
handcuff unattached. He immediately grabbed the unattached handcuffs and locked them 
together. He did not see Suspect Haswell Jr. punched, kicked or struck with an impact weapon. 
He did not see or hear a taser being utilized on Suspect Haswell Jr. 
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Deputy Ruben Arrieta, 7 


Deputy Arrieta said that he and his partner, Gilbert Jurado, responded to the location regarding a 
request for assistance, deputies involved in a fight. When they arrived he ran up the driveway to 
the front of a vehicle parked in the driveway. In front of the vehicle he saw Deputies Perez and 
lon the ground struggling with Suspect Haswell Jr. He also saw two females standing 
approximately two feet from the struggle. The females were screaming, but he was unable to 
understand what was being said. Deputy Perez directed him inside the residence to detain a male 
black. He ran inside the residence and contacted Suspect Haswell Sr. in the kitchen. He and 


Deputy Jurado handcuffed Suspect Haswell Sr. and he escorted Suspect Haswell Sr. to his radio 
car which was parked on the street in front of the location. He did not see any one punch, kick or 
use an impact weapon at any time. He did not see or hear a taser being utilized. 


Witness EM said that she had just arrived at the location when the incident began. She 
parked her car in the street and walked up the driveway. As she neared the front of the suspect’s 
vehicle she saw two deputies on the ground, fighting with Suspect Haswell Jr. While standing at 
the kitchen door, approximately two to three feet from the struggle, she saw both deputies 
punching Suspect Haswell Jr. in the stomach and repeatedly striking him in the head with 
“clubs,” possibly flashlights, and their fists. During the time this was occurring Suspect Haswell 
Jr. was “squirming” and yelling. She also saw one of the deputies spray Suspect Haswell Jr. with 
O. C. spray. She said she did not hear the deputies ordering Suspect Haswell Jr. to stop fighting, 
she only heard the deputies telling her to “get back.” 


Witness EEE said that during the incident she did not see Suspect Haswell Jr. try to hit the 
deputies, grab at their gunbelts or grab at the deputies gun. After Suspect Haswell Jr. was 
handcuffed and stood up, she saw that his eye was swollen and bleeding. 


Witness [vas interviewed by Sergeant Cacheiro, i. the night of the incident. 
The following is a summary of that interview. 


Witness [EE said that he was standing on the driveway of the location, behind the back door 
of the residence. He saw Suspect Haswell Jr. drive into the driveway and two Highway Patrol 
officers approached him. The deputies told Suspect Haswell Jr. to get out of the vehicle and 
Suspect Haswell Jr. told them that he had to get out through the passenger door. When Suspect 
Haswell Jr. exited the vehicle, he put his hands up, at which time one of the officers grabbed him, 
“flipped him on the ground” and one of the officers began “shooting him with the taser gun,” five 
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or six times. He saw the officers striking Suspect Haswell Jr. in the face, but he was unable to 
tell what they were striking Suspect Haswell Jr. with (fists or impact weapons). At one point he 
saw an officer spray Suspect Haswell Sr. The officers then pushed him inside the residence. 


Witness Hic that up to the point he was pushed into the residence he had an 
unobstructed view of the incident. He did not see Suspect Haswell Jr. fight with or strike either 
deputy. He did not see Suspect Haswell Jr. grab either deputies’ gun or gunbelt. He did not hear 
the deputies tell Suspect Haswell Jr. to stop fighting. He said that he was not injured and he did 
not want medical attention. 


Witness | was interviewed by Sergeant Cacherio, E | on the night of the 


incident. The following is a summary of that interview. 


Witness i said that she had been advised that Suspect Haswell Jr. had been 
stopped by the California Highway Patrol on Cook St. She went to that location where the 
Highway Patrol officers had shown her five baggies of marijuana that Suspect Haswell Jr. had in 
his possession. Suspect Haswell Jr. was cited by the Highway Patrol officers after which she, 
driving her own vehicle, and Suspect Haswell Jr. drove to the location of the incident. She said 
she drove her vehicle into the driveway at the location and stopped directly behind Suspect 
Haswell Jr.’s vehicle (green Chevrolet Monte Carlo). 


Witness N: that after parking her vehicle, she saw deputies “rush up in here” 
real fast. She saw Suspect Haswell Jr. exit his vehicle through the passenger door, explaining 
that the driver’s door was broken. After Suspect Haswell Jr. was out of his vehicle, a deputy 
grabbed him, and “threw” Suspect Haswell Jr. against a wall. The deputy fell against Suspect 
Haswell Jr. and “they just started beating him.” She said she saw the deputies “choking him 
out,” and “beating him with a club.” She said the shorter deputy was “beating” Suspect Haswell 
Jr. in the head. As this was occurring, Suspect Haswell Jr. was saying “I can’t breathe, I can’t 
breathe.” 


Witness N: that her [J Suspect Haswell Sr., (unknown where he was 
during the start of the incident), arrived and, with his hands up, began saying, “What are you 
doing? Why are you beating him?” She heard one of the deputies say, “Fuck you motherfucker. 
I'll blow your brains out.” She said she did not see Suspect Haswell Jr. fighting with or resisting 
the deputies. She did not see Suspect Haswell Jr. grab a deputy’s gun or gunbelt. 


Witness [was interviewed by Sergeant Cacheiro, m7! on the night of the incident. The 
following is a summary of that interview. 
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Witness said that she was inside the residence at the location when she heard someone 
telling Suspect Haswell Jr. to get out of the vehicle. Due to the driver’s door of the vehicle not 
operating, he told the deputies that he had to get out through the passenger side door. She saw 
Suspect Haswell Jr. exit the vehicle through the passenger side door at which time she saw 
Suspect Haswell Jr. get out with his hands up. She said that when Suspect Haswell Jr. was 
outside the vehicle, “they flipped him over and they started beating him.” She heard Suspect 
Haswell Jr. say that he had not done anything and that he did not have anything on him. 


Witness I said that the driver of the radio car started “beating” on Suspect Haswell Jr. while 
the other deputy stood by. One of the deputies dropped his flashlight and the other deputy picked 
it up and began striking Suspect Haswell Jr. on the ankle with it. She heard Suspect Haswell Jr. 
say that he could not breath as one of the deputies “choked him real hard.” At this point one of 
the deputies sprayed her in the eyes. 


LA.B. Note: Witness [ig was not O.C. sprayed, she was near Suspect Haswell Sr. 
when he was sprayed which resulted in her feeling the effect’s of the spray. 


SUSPECTS STATEMENTS: 
Paul Haswell Jr. 


Suspect Haswell Jr. said that prior to being stopped by Deputies Perez and he had been 
stopped by California Highway Patrol officers. These officers had cited him for no rear license 
plate and confiscated two baggies of marijuana. After he had been cited, he drove to the location. 
In the driveway of the location he was approached by Deputies Perez and ic aA When the 
deputy on the driver’s side approached him, the deputy told him to exit the vehicle. He explained 
that the driver’s door was broken and on his own moved toward the passenger’s side door. 


Suspect Haswell Jr. said that he heard the deputy on the passenger side tell him to stop; however, 
he continued to exit the passenger door. He said that as he exited the door, he slipped in the 
mud. He felt that at this point the deputy on the passenger side may have thought that he was 
going to hit him, and the deputy grabbed him and they fell to the ground. On the ground both 
deputies began hitting him for no reason. He said that he resisted in order to prevent being hit by 
the deputies. 


Paul Haswell Sr. 


Suspect Haswell Sr. was interviewed by Sergeant Cacheiro, EC the night of the 
incident. The following is a summary of that interview. 


Suspect Haswell Sr. said that he was standing near the kitchen door, holding his family away 


from the struggle, approximately four feet away. As the struggle continued he heard the deputies 
order Suspect Haswell Jr., one time, to “Stop. Do not resist.” He told Suspect Haswell Jr. to stop 
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fighting and Suspect Haswell Jr. told him that he was not resisting. He said that both deputies 
were on top of Suspect Haswell Jr., he was not fighting. He saw one of the deputies place a 
“choke hold” on Suspect Haswell Jr. and Suspect Haswell Jr. told him that he could not breath. 
At this time he saw Suspect Haswell Jr. punch one of the deputies one time. He said that at this 
point the “short officer” had a 9MM stuck in his Suspect Haswell Jr.’s kidney. That deputy said, 
“Iwill shoot you.” He asked the deputy why, telling him that Suspect Haswell Jr. was not 
resisting. The deputy repeated that he would shoot Suspect Haswell Jr. He saw the deputies 
strike Suspect Haswell Jr. in the face with their face, and he “imagined with their flashlights,” 
because he saw a black object (unknown what the object was) in their hands and he heard bones 
“cracking.” 


Suspect Haswell Sr. said that he remained on the porch outside the kitchen during the incident 
and while standing there, holding his family back from becoming involved in the struggle, he 
was sprayed with O. C. spray one time. Later in the interview he said that Suspect Haswell Jr. 
did not strike the deputies. 


Suspect Haswwell Sr. said that he was not injured during the incident and did not complain of 


pain. He said that he was not close to the struggle and he was trying to keep his family away 
from the struggle. 
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
